'Votes Against Frisco’s Plan of 
Getting Water Supply From 
National Park 


At a regular meeting of the W o­ 
man's Club on iuesday, A pril 6th, the 
subject of San Francisco’s attempt to 
obtain for it's own use, the beautiful 
Hetch-Hetchy 
Valley, 
which 
com­ 
prises one-half the Yosemite National 
Park in California, was fully discussed, 
and a motion carried unanimously con­ 
demning San Francisco’s 
action 
in 
seeking to convert into an unsightly 
reservoir one of the most magnificent 
stretches of natural scenic beauty in 
America. 
If the ssheme as proposed, is car­ 
ried through, (and it seems quite pro­ 
bable that it w ill be, since Secretary 
of the In terior Garfield 
long 
since 
granted the c ity ’s application to dam 
the Tuolumne river, whereby to sub­ 
merge the Hetch-Hetchy Valley under 
1 more than a hundred feet of water) 
the people of the United States w ill 
lose one of the grandest 
of 
their 
‘ Natural W onders" 
and 
w ill 
have 
turned over to the city of San Fra n ­ 
cisco $40,000,000 worth of w ater and 
electric power rights. 
A ll this with­ 
out any recompense whatever, save a 
! deed to a piece of very ordinary moun- 
i tain grazing land, commonly known as 
"H og Ranch,” which San 
Francisco 
agrees to deed to the nation in ex­ 
change for our glorious Hetch-Hetchy 
Valley! 
j 
The people in the Hast have risen 
! in horror at this violation of one of 
our national parks, but the people of 
j California, for the 
most 
part, 
are 
standing quietly by, while San Fra n ­ 
cisco 
is 
exerting 
every 
available 
means to make her claim to this val­ 
ley safe and sure. 
H er reasons for desiring this par­ 
ticular location for a reservoir are two* 
jfold; in the first place, the waters, as 
they trickle from the base of 
vast 
glaciers and m ighty snow masses, are 
so pure that they require no filtra­ 
tion; secondly, any of the dozen or so 
i other available sources of w ater sup- 


i ply would have to be secured from 
¡private owners, causing the expendi­ 
ture of considerable sums in purchas­ 
ing. 
Our only hope in keeping inviolate 
for the nation this one

nature’s 
wonder-spots, lies in the fact that con- 
, gress m ay refuse to confirm the grant 
I made by Secretary Garfield.

I bill now pending passes congress, not
